TE following Regulation made and 
nassed by the Honorable the, Lieu- 
tenant Governor in Couneil, in addition to 
the raies and regulations heretofore estaba 
lished, for the Police of the City and 
Fuavirons of Batavia, is published for gene 

eraf intormutien, 
That from and after this date the pas- 
sage of Budato-carts, shall he strictly in= 
terdieted, as well over the Western, as the 
Fastern Great Roads from Buitenzorg to 
Fanabang and Weitevreden, it being only 
allowed to them to goen the ordinary 
and leng established Cart Roads, as for- 
merly s—all Carts therefore, whether with 
narrow er broad wheels, which may be 
required to be sent to Batavia, through 
Weltevreden, or Panabang, shall only be 
perinitted, the former from Weiteverden, 
by the ol) Bufialo Road behind Goosieong 
Sarree, and La Vertueuse, and the latter 
from Tanabang, by the Roud beyond Gro= 


gol, leading lo ifte Post of Ketteng, and 


tom thesce along the Road from Cam- 
Poug Deogis, Ws tie Amanus Gragt where 
th: y must stop. 

Al persons offending against this Ree 
gulauoa will be liable to be punished in 
mams following—that is to say, the drie 
vers or other persons in charge of the 
Curts, by confinement vot exceeding ten 
deys, os; slight corporal chastisement, ac» 
cording to the circumstances of the case, 
upon due conviction before the Bench of 
Magistrates ; unlesssuch persons cau prove, 
that they were atthorized by the proprie= 
tors or their masters, to use the road in: 
quvstien, in which event the persons last 
ement:oied, shall be liable to be fined zot 
exoveding 40 Spanish Dollars, according 
to the nacure and circumstanees of the of- 
fence, subject to the approbation and au- 
thority of Government, And all Carts, 
which may be tound on the Road not au- 
thorized by, and contrary to this Regu- 
tation, shalt be seized by the Oiticers of 
Police, and be liable to coufiscation, under 
the like authority and approbation, upon 
a due consideration of tlie case. 

That no person may plcad ienorance 
of tis regulation, the sanie is directed by 
Government to be published, for general 
intermatteun, translated into the different 
current languages, and duly promulgated.

At five we perceived-a brig blow ups at

‘The numbers of wounded, and the sevee 
rity of the wounds, has caused Mr. Baird, 
the Surgeon, aud. Mr. O’Meara, the only 
ässistant on bóard, very great fatigue. 
The.conduct of Mr. William H. Gibbons 
and Mr, John J. Keeling, Master's Mates, 
deserves notice. 'Fhe conduct of Captain 
Stevens, of the Royal Marines, T cannot 
avoid rmentioning, and that of Mr, Craw- 
ford, (he Master, was perfectly to my sae 
tisfaction. 

During the whole of this severe action 
not a single explosion took place on board, 
or a man hurt, either through carelessness 
or accident ; both the officers and men, 
for their steudy and cool conduct, deserve 
every credit.

and weunded on board the Rivoli. 

_Ylanded a great number of the wound- 
ed prisoners in Ístria, having sent a tag of 
truce to the town of Pirang, to request the 
Commandant of that port would send off.
